1950 (as amended by Notifications dated 22nd September 
1951, 26th March 1952 and 16th October 1952) issued under 
clause (v) of the Schedule to the Chartered Accountants 
Act, 1949, in view of the provisions contained in the said 
notification having been incorporated in the Chartered Ac- 
countants Act, 1949 by the Chartered Accountants (Amend- 
ment) Act, 1959 (15 of 1959). 

No. l-CA(2)/3/59 — In exercise of the powers conferred 
by clause (3) of Part III of the First Schedule to the 
Chartered Accountants Act, 1949, the Council of the Insti- 
tute of Chartered Accountants of India is pleased to direct 
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that in the Council’s notification No. 60-CA(l)/57, dated 
27th August 1957 published in Part I Section 1 of the 
Gazette of India dated 31st August 1957, the words “In 
exercise of the powers conferred by clause (3) of Part III 
of the First Schedule to the Chartered Accountants Act, 
1949” shall be substituted for the words “In exercise of 
the powers conferred by clause (iv) of the notification No.

2. In sub-Regulation (3) of Regulation 42A, delete the 
following words, namely: 

“together with a declaration duly signed by the 
employer, clearly stating the other occupation or 
occupations engaged in by the employer, in addi- 
tion to the practice of Accountantcy”.
